(2) rabbits and their offspring

under 'the age of four (4,
months, or to keep more than

two (2) dozen chickens, or

more than one (1) dozen tur-

keys, if the same are kept or

maintained nearer than one

hundred fitty (150) feet to the

residence or dwelling house of

any other person in the City of

Torrance. It shall be unlaw-

ful to keep any stch,rabbits,

chickens or turkeys oOn' any

portion of any lot except the

rear portion.

“Section 16 D. It shall be
unlawful for any person to
Kkeep or maintain any guinea
fowl, rooster, ducks, geese, or
turkey gobblers, in any closely
built up section of the City of
Torrance.

“Section 16 E. Any section
or district shall be considered
closely built up within the
meaning of the preceding sec-
tion of this Ordinance if there
shall be more than three (3)
residences ‘on either or both
sides of any street within any
one (1) block; and any person
50 keeping or maintaining any
such fowl shall be deemed to
be keeping same within any
such district it such fowl are
kept of maintained within three
hundred (300) feet of any such.
houses In said district.”
